Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claimsl -6, and 1 0-28, drawn to apparatus for cooling a hot rolled steel 
strip, classified in class 266, subclass 259. 

II. Claims 7-9 and 29-31 , drawn to method of manufacturing a hot roll steel, 
classified in class 148, subclass 645. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of group II and group I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus having continuous quick cooling section and laminar 
cooling section with nozzle units injecting cool water at a prescribe angle to enable a 
smooth and uniform cooling treatment, as evident by Japanese patent 62-260022, 
submitted by applicant. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1) apparatus and method for cooling without tension, finishing mill and coiler ; 
claims 1-6 and 7-9 . 

2) apparatus and method for cooling with rapid water removal from surface: 
claims 10-19. 

3) apparatus and method for cooling such that top end of strip moves smoothly 
from final finishing mill to coiler: claims 20-29. 

Claims 30 and 31 are linking claims to groups i to 3. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. There is no generic claim.
